Elijah on Mount Carmel 

I Kings 18 


IN SCRIPTURE 


Ahab met Elijah and said to him, "Is that you, you troubler of Israel?" Elijah replied that 
he had not made trouble for Israel but that Ahab and his father's family had by 
abandoning the LORD'S commands and following the Baals. Elijah requested that Ahab 
summon the people from all over Israel to meet him on Mount Carmel bringing the four 
hundred and fifty prophets of Baal and the four hundred prophets of Asherah who 
Jezebel was supporting Ahab assembled the prophets on Mount Carmel. Elijah asked the 
people how long they would waver between two opinions? He challenged them that if the 
LORD was God, follow him; but if Baal was Cod, follow him." Then Elijah said that he 
was the only one of the LORD'S prophets left, but Baal has four hundred and fifty 
prophets. He asked the people to get two bulls, one 
for him and one for the Baal prophets.

Neither would 
provide any fire. The prophets of Baal would call 
on Baal and He would call on Cod. The one who 
answered by fire would be known as Cod. 

The people agreed and went first. Then they 
called on the name of Baal from morning 
till noon but there was no response. And 
they danced around the altar they had 
made. Elijah began to taunt them. They 
shouted louder and slashed themselves 
with swords and spears, as was their 
custom, until their blood flowed.

KENTUCKY FARM BUREAU UffgOT BIG ON COMMITMENT.' 


For the month of Au¬ 
gust, Kentucky State 
Police Post 2 issued a 
total of 1,243 citations, 
516 speeding citations, 
122 seat belt citations, 
11 child restraint cita¬ 
tions and 458 courtesy 
notices. They arrested 18 
impaired drivers, inves¬ 
tigated 80 traffic crashes, 
assisted 164 stranded mo¬ 
torists, responded to 832 
calls for service, made 
133 criminal arrests and 
opened 50 criminal cases. 

Three fatal crashes 
that resulted in the loss 
of three lives were re¬ 
ported in the Post 2 Dis¬ 
trict in August. Single 
fatalities occurred in 
Christian, Hopkins and 
Webster counties. Two 
of the victims were wear¬ 
ing seat belts. The other 
victim was wearing a hel¬ 
met. 

Through Aug. 31, 19 
fatal crashes that result¬ 
ed in the loss of 19 lives 
were reported in the Post 
2 District. Nine victims 
were not wearing seat 
belts; four victims were 
wearing seat belts; two 
victims were not wear¬ 
ing helmets; two victims 
were wearing helmets; 
and two victims were 


pedestrians. Alcohol has 
been a suspected fac¬ 
tor in seven of the fatal 
crashes. 

Through Aug. 31, 2013, 
19 people had been killed 
in 17 fatal crashes in the 
Post 2 District. 

Throughout the 
month, troopers from 
Post 2 will conduct traf¬ 
fic safety checkpoints. 
The traffic safety check¬ 
points are utilized to 
promote safety for mo¬ 
torists and to provide a 
deterrent for those who 
violate laws.

The General Electric 
Aviation’s Madisonville 
plant is laying off 66 
employees. 

Deb Case, a GE Aviation 
spokeswoman, said that 
the number could increase 
to 80 through retirement 
packages being offered to 
eligible employees. 

A change in the mili¬ 
tary market led to the lay¬ 
offs, she said in an email. 

“Budget reductions, 
sequestration and mar¬ 
ket demands of the U.S. 
Department of Defense 
have led to a significant 
reduction in orders for 
military engines and 
spare parts at the GE 
Aviation Madisonville 
facility,” Case said. “This 
decline in orders is 
expected to continue for 
the next few years.” 

Hopkins County 
Judge-Executive Donnie 
Carroll and Madisonville 
Mayor David Jackson, 
along with other city 
and county officials were 
informed of the compa¬ 
ny’s decision at a meet¬ 
ing at City Hall Sept. 3. 

IUE-CWA Local 701 
President Marvin Sisk 
advised employees of 
the plan in an internal 
memorandum Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

According to the mem¬ 
orandum obtained by 
The Messenger, affected 
employees were sched¬ 
uled to meet with plant 
and union officials to be 
briefed on available ben¬ 
efits. 

Ann Oldham, a busi¬ 
ness liaison with the West 
Kentucky Workforce 
Investment, attended the 
meeting at City Hall. She 
said her organization 
will meet with the former 
employees to assist them. 

“We have meetings 
with the employees affect¬ 
ed by the layoff,” Old¬ 
ham said. “We explain to 
them all of the workforce 


resources available to 
them as they transition.” 

A team approach is 
used through a part¬ 
nership with workforce 
agencies, she said. 

“We explain to them 
about unemployment 
insurance,” Oldham said. 
“How it works and how to 
access it. We describe how 
they can learn new skills, 
whether through educa¬ 
tion or other training, such 
as on the job training.” 

Oldham said they will 
also be assisted in devel¬ 
oping resumes and in pre¬ 
paring for job interviews. 

The plant currently 
employs approximately 
600 people. The cuts will 
come primarily from 
junior personnel who 
have been at the plant for 
three years or less. 

Of the lost positions, 
55 were entry-level 
machine operators. 

Plant officials met 
with union leaders to dis¬ 
cuss the layoffs. Rumors 
have circulated the area 
for months that a work¬ 
force reduction was 
forthcoming. 

The Madisonville 
plant produces turbine 
blades and nozzles for a 
number of military and 
civilian aircraft engines. 

The Department of 
Defense awarded two 
contracts totaling more 
than $400 million to the 
facility in October 2012 to 
fund production of F414 
engines and spare parts 
for T700 engines. The 
F414 engine is used by 
Navy F-18 Super Hornet 
fighter aircraft. The T700 
is used in a number of 
military helicopters.

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Miss Kentucky Enters National Pageant 
With Fiddle, Crown, And MS Diagnosis

Gone are the days 
when Ramsey Carpenter 
tossed her fiddle, a ball 
gown and a bathing suit 
in the back of her five- 
speed Ford Escort and 
headed off to compete in 
beauty pageants. 

Those far-flung “pre¬ 
lims,” the stepping 
stones to Miss Kentucky, 
were strictly DIY affairs. 

But after putting a 
few miles on her Ford, 
the former Miss My Old 
Kentucky Home is now 
Miss Kentucky, and one 
of the perks of the job is 
a shiny white Lexus to 
zip around the common¬ 
wealth. 

This week, she is in 
Atlantic City to compete 
for the Miss America 
title with a team at her 
disposal including a hair 
and makeup artist, a per¬ 
sonal trainer and a cur¬ 
rent affairs coach. She 
has loaded up her four 
suitcases and been fit¬ 
ted for her own couture 
gown by the pageant’s 
official eveningwear 
designer, Tony Bowls. 

Like her predecessors, 
Carpenter carries her 
crown in its own wal¬ 
nut box with a golden 
emblem on the side. 

But for this Miss Ken¬ 
tucky, her platform is 
very personal. 

As a person diagnosed 
with multiple sclerosis, 
her goal is educating 


people about the disease. 

Before she received 
her title, Carpenter had 
been working as spokes¬ 
woman for the National 
Multiple Sclerosis Soci¬ 
ety. 

“I am not looking for 
pity,” said Carpenter, 
who keeps her symptoms 
at bay with medication. 
“I just want to help peo¬ 
ple understand the dis¬ 
ease.” 

It may have been 
her unexpected diagno¬ 
sis and a tough initial 
recovery that helped give 
her a sense of calm that 
she thinks helped her 
win the Miss Kentucky 
crown. 

It was finals week at 
University of Kentucky 
in 2010 when Carpenter 
experienced her first 
symptoms. She had tin¬ 
gling in her hands and 
feet that would work its 


way up her legs. She was 
also fatigued, confused 
and short-tempered. 
Stress seemed to be the 
culprit, and the symp¬ 
toms abated. But on 
Aug. 13 that year — on 
her grandfather’s birth¬ 
day — she went to pick 
up her fiddle and she 
couldn’t play. Soon after 
she developed a problem 
in her foot that made it 
difficult to walk. 

After a week of mul¬ 
tiple tests in the hospital 
she was diagnosed with 
MS. She was 19. She has 
since learned that most 
women are diagnosed 
between the ages of 20 
and 30. 

She gives herself 
injections and has been 
symptom-free since her 
initial diagnosis. 

But facing such a 
severe health challenge 
has helped her find a new 


focus. During the Miss 
Kentucky pageant, she 
tried to concentrate on 
enjoying each moment. 
This was her last year to 
compete. At 23, the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky graduate 
was getting ready to age 
out of the competition. 

Carpenter was not a 
toddler in a tiara, but she 
has been around the pag¬ 
eant world for a while. 
She won her first title, 
Miss Ohio County Fair, 
in high school. She was 
crowned Miss Kentucky 
in July in her fourth, 
and what would have 
been her final, time in 
the Miss Kentucky com¬ 
petition. 

She seems to delight 
in every aspect of her 
new title. Eyes twinkling, 
she calculates that she is 
the only contestant to be 
playing either fiddle or 
violin in this year’s talent 
competition. She will play 
the same medley of Sally 
Good’n and Orange Blos¬ 
som Special that helped 
her secure the Miss Ken¬ 
tucky crown. She is ready 
for the question: What’s 
the difference between 
violin and fiddle? 

“One you play the 
strings,” she said, 
“the other you play the 
strangs,” drawing out the 
last word just a beat for 
comic effect and grinning 
broadly at her own joke. 

Growing up in Hart¬ 
ford — “the home of 
2,000 happy people and 
a few soreheads,” she 
offers brightly — she 
took to pageants because 
the older girls she saw 
competing looked like 
they were having so 
much fun. 

Carpenter seems 
equally open to the pos¬ 
sibility of some yet 
unknown opportunities 
brought about by the 
Miss America competi¬ 
tion and returning to her 
hometown in Ohio Coun¬ 
ty to work as a special 
education teacher. She 
talks about being inter¬ 
ested in broadcasting, 
but also says the school 
district is holding her 
job open until her pag¬ 
eant duties are complete. 

She tries not to worry 
about the arc of her dis¬ 
ease, which can, in the 
long run, be debilitat¬ 
ing. She also tries not 
to waste too much ener¬ 
gy thinking about how 
she’ll fare against the 
other 52 Miss America 
contestants.

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE CITY OF DAWSON SPRINGS, KEN¬ 
TUCKY TO ADOPT THE HOPKINS COUNTY ASSESSMENT EVALUATION 
OF PROPERTY LOCATED WITHIN THE CITY LIMITS, AS A BASIS FOR 
ASSESSING AD VALOREM TAXES ON REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY 
AND SETTING THE TAX RATE FOR THE YEAR 2014. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council of the City of Dawson Springs, 
Kentucky, that pursuant to KRS Chapter 132.285, the assessment of the Hopkins County Property 
Evaluation Office be adopted for both real and personal property within the City as a basis for 
determining the amount due in Ad Valorem Taxes as applies to the City of Dawson Springs, 
Kentucky. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED that the City of Dawson Springs, Kentucky hereby appropri¬ 
ate a sum equal to one-half of one cent (1/20) on each One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) of property 
assessed, as determined by the Hopkins County Assessment, such amount to be paid for the 
expenses incurred in furnishing the City of Dawson Springs, Kentucky a list of such assessment. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED that pursuant to KRS 132.010(6), the City of Dawson 
Springs, Kentucky’s tax rate for the year 2014 shall be as follows:

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Memory Loss Is Affecting More

that participated in the study, the aver¬ 
age was 12.5 percent. 

The survey indicated a gap between 
need and care. Nearly 61 percent of 
Kentuckians who reported wors¬ 
ening memory problems said they 
need assistance, but only 10.3 percent 
report getting help. And 25 percent of 
Kentuckians who reported worsening 
memory loss live alone. 

“The data are indicative of a public- 
health crisis coming to our region,” 
Teri Shirk, executive director of the 
Alzheimer’s Association of Greater 
Kentucky and Southern Indiana, said 
in the release. 

The report was compiled from data 
gathered for the first time in the Cog¬ 
nitive Decline Module, part of the 
Behavioral Risk Factor Surveillance 
System of the federal Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention, in 2012. 

Of those Kentuckians who reported 
memory loss in the survey, 75 percent 
of them haven’t talked to their doctor 
about it. This is a problem, Shirk said 
in the release. 

“Although the data do not indi¬ 
cate the respondents are cognitively 
impaired, worsening memory prob¬ 
lems are often one of the first warn¬ 
ing signs of Alzheimer’s or another 
dementia,” she said. 

The Alzheimer’s Association esti¬ 
mates that 67,000 Kentuckians have the 
disease and estimates this number will 
climb to 86,000 by 2025. 

Of those Kentuckians who reported 
memory loss, 47 percent said it had 


interfered with household activities, 
work or social activities, compared to 
40 percent of respondents across the 
21 states. 

“More than 80 percent have at least 
one other chronic condition, and many 
- especially in Kentucky - report con¬ 
ditions or behaviors that we know cor¬ 
relate with Alzheimer’s,” Shirk said. 
For example, more than 31 percent of 
Kentucky survey respondents report¬ 
ing memory issues are smokers, and 
more than 61 percent say they are in 
fair or poor health, according to the 
survey. 

“Dementia is absolutely not a nor¬ 
mal part of aging,” said Shirk. “And 
worsening memory loss or confusion 
does not necessarily mean you have 
Alzheimer’s disease. If the issue is 
caused by medication, head trauma 
or other factors, it may be reversible. 
But if you do have Alzheimer’s, find¬ 
ing out early means you may be able 
to begin medications that tend to be 
more effective in the early stages, and 
it also gives you the opportunity to 
participate in planning for your future 
with the disease ... where you will 
live, how your funds will be used and 
who will care for you as the disease 
progresses.”

Smoking Banned In State Buildings

including parking lots, sidewalks and 
green space under the control of the 
executive branch of government. 

The policy impacts 2,888 state- 
owned buildings, making more than 
26.4 million square feet tobacco-free, 
Beshear said at a Capitol news confer¬ 
ence with Lt. Gov. Jerry Abramson 
and other state officials. 

The state also leases space in 568 
other structures, and the Finance Cab¬ 
inet will work with those landlords to 
post signs indicating the tobacco-free 
zones. 

Beshear said his executive order 
has a few exceptions — state parks, 
the Kentucky Horse Park, Kentucky 
State Fairgrounds, Bluegrass Station, 
wildlife management areas, state rest 
areas, Military Affairs training cen¬ 
ters and armories, and certain state 
residential health facilities. 

The order does not apply to univer¬ 


sities, but Abramson said all univer¬ 
sities except Western Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity and Murray State University 
already have some form of tobacco 
limits in place. 

Beshear also has no authority to 
ban smoking on property overseen by 
the judicial and legislative branches 
of government, or constitutional offi¬ 
cers, but he said he encouraged all of 
them to follow his example. 

All constitutional officers except 
Agriculture Commissioner James 
Comer have told him they will abide 
by the ban, Beshear said. 

Kentucky is the fifth state to adopt 
such a policy. The others are Delaware, 
Oklahoma, Oregon and South Dakota. 

State government is the largest 
employer in Kentucky, and the tobac¬ 
co-free rule to take effect on the day 
of the Great American Smokeout will 
affect about 33,000 state workers, as 
well as hundreds of thousands of visi¬ 
tors to state offices and properties.

Gasoline Prices In State Are Rising 


Average retail gasoline prices in 
Kentucky have risen 6.5 cents per 
gallon in the past week, averaging 
$3.49 per gallon Sunday, according to 
GasBuddy’s daily survey of 2,623 gas 
outlets in Kentucky. This compares 
with the national average that has in¬ 
creased 1.3 cents per gallon in the past 
week to $3.44 per gallon. 

Gas prices in Dawson Springs at 
noon Tuesday were $3.29 and $3.39 per 
gallon, the same for the past four weeks. 

Including the change in gas prices 
in Kentucky during the past week, 


prices Sunday were 7 cents per gal¬ 
lon lower than the same day one year 
ago and are 8.7 cents per gallon higher 
than a month ago. 

“The last week saw upward momen¬ 
tum in gas prices continue, leading the 
national average up about a penny,” 
said GasBuddy.com Senior Petroleum 
Analyst Patrick DeHaan. “We’re past 
the seventh inning stretch for what 
will be a short-lived upward trend, and 
motorists will be seeing lower prices 
by late September in most areas across 
the country.

Let's not give up on the system

Despite these last few months 
of hot and lazy days, it’s been 
hard not to notice a cold politi¬ 
cal wind blowing through the 
country The magazine Foreign 
Affairs captured it with its lat¬ 
est cover, a mockup of a travel 
poster featuring a crumbling US. 
Capitol with the tagline, “See 
America: Land of Decay and 
Dysfunction.” 

Americans are clearly uneasy. 
I know it anecdotally, because 
at virtually every public gather¬ 
ing I’ve addressed over the last 
few months someone has spoken 
up with his or her worry that 
our nation is in decline. And 
the polls bear it out. In June, a 
Washington Post article, “Is the 
American Dream Dead?” noted 
a string of polls showing majori¬ 
ties of Americans believe their 
children will be worse off than 
they were. 

By early August, an NBC-Wall 
St. Journal poll was report¬ 
ing that a full three-quarters 
of those surveyed lacked confi¬ 
dence that the next generation 
would be better off — the most 
pessimistic results in the his¬ 
tory of the poll. Regardless of 
income, ethnicity, religion, or 
gender, Americans don’t think 
much of our future. 

This is a ground-shaking turn¬ 
about. Since well before I began 
my political career in the early 
1960s, the keystone of our politics 
was an unflagging optimism that 
as Americans we could face head- 
on the task of improving our own 
and others’ lives and deliver on 
our responsibility to future gen¬ 
erations. As Chris Cilizza wrote 
recently in The Washington Post, 
“So much of every politician’s 
patter — Democrat or Republican 
— is built on the idea that Amer¬ 
ica has always overcome hard 


challenges, always 
made things better for 
our kids than for us, 
always had achieving 
the American dream 
as a real possibil¬ 
ity.” Now, he notes, 

“A large bloc of the 
electorate no longer 
believes any of that.” 

Why not? Partly, 
it’s the economy: 
growth has been 
sluggish, we’re not 
generating enough 
good jobs, and the 
benefits of the recov¬ 
ery have flowed more 
to some than to the many. The 
growing awareness of a lopsided 
society — one in which a ris¬ 
ing tide fails to lift all boats — 
has put many people in a surly 
mood. That problem of income 
inequality is joined to a host of 
others — from climate change 
to crumbling infrastructure to 
a world in which the forces of 
chaos and turmoil appear to be 
expanding. 

Yet I think Foreign Affairs has 
nailed the biggest factor: the per¬ 
ceived dysfunction of our political 
system. As political scientist Fran¬ 
cis Fukuyama writes in the lead 
essay, dealing with our problems 
“requires a healthy, well-function¬ 
ing political system, which the 
United States does not currently 
have.” 

Simply put, Americans have no 
confidence that our system can 
resolve the challenges before us. 
They don’t expect miracles, but 
they do expect political leaders to 
make progress, and they haven’t 
been seeing much. 

I can understand why so many 
people would be pessimistic, yet 
I don’t find myself sharing their 
fatalism. That’s because political 
moments are just that: moments. 
Over the long reach of our histo¬ 


ry, we’ve learned time 
and again that when 
our political leaders 
do focus on our chal¬ 
lenges, speak to one 
another directly, and 
are determined to 
find a solution to our 
problems, they can 
overcome their differ¬ 
ences and make prog¬ 
ress. 

Our Constitution 
has been in effect for 
225 years. The system 
it created, with its 
checks and balances, 
and its carefully con¬ 
structed equilibrium between 
constraining and enabling gov¬ 
ernment, has seen us through no 
small share of bruising times. It 
has protected our freedom, given 
hundreds of millions of Ameri¬ 
cans by birth and Americans by 
choice an opportunity to pursue 
the lives they wanted, and allowed 
us to speak freely, associate with 
the people we choose, and openly 
follow the religious and spiritual 
lives we want. 

There is no shortage of chal¬ 
lenges facing the system — from 
the influence of money on elec¬ 
tions to the encrusted rules that 
hamstring capable public officials 
to the scorched-earth political cul¬ 
ture that reigns in Washington 
these days. But I am convinced 
that they are no match for an 
aroused and determined pub¬ 
lic that recognizes we are all in 
this together, that we can adapt 
to changing circumstances, and 
that we should not give up on the 
system.

State gives away too much money 


Kentucky has an unfortunate history of giving 
away money. So much so, that tax revenue given 
up in incentives and rebates now exceeds that col¬ 
lected. 

An especially unfortunate example of this is the 
Ark Encounter, approved for tax incentives three 
years ago but never launched. 

It’s back now with a scaled-back version and has 
received preliminary approval for $18.25 million in 
tax incentives, or 25 percent of the total project cost, 
from the Kentucky Tourism Development Finance 
Authority. 

That’s in addition to the 75 percent break in prop¬ 
erty taxes over 30 years that the city of Williamstown 
has awarded the project, the $11 million interchange 
upgrade the state has agreed to at the KY-36 William¬ 
stown exit off 1-75, and the $200,000 the Grant County 
Industrial Development Authority gave to keep the 
project there, along with 100 acres of reduced-price 
land. 

Please, this has got to stop, as it should when the 
Tourism Development Finance Authority meets to 
consider final approval. 

There have always been serious questions about 
whether granting tax incentives to a religious theme 
park violates the principle of separation of church 
and state, as Speaker of the House Greg Stumbo has 
asserted. 

But even that question is overshadowed by the 
recent news that the organization which gave rise 
to the project, Answers in Genesis, requires job 
applicants to profess that homosexuality is a sin, 
the Earth is 6,000 years old and the Bible is literally 
true. 

The bottom line: Kentucky is willing to give up 
tax revenue to subsidize a project that will create few 
good jobs (218 of the 265 jobs projected will be part- 
time), that’s constitutionally questionable and that’s 
backed by an organization with discriminatory hir¬ 
ing practices. 

The wiggle around this offered by backers of the 
project is that Ark Encounter is not Answers in Gen¬ 
esis but a distinct, for-profit entity. 

A glance at the corporate structure makes that a 
little hard to swallow, 


Ark Encounter is a wholly owned subsidiary of 
Crosswater Canyon which is a wholly controlled 
affiliate of Answers in Genesis, according to the tax 
incentive application. 

Mike Zovath, the coordinator of Ark Encounter 
and a founder of Answers in Genesis, insists that all 
hiring at the new park will conform with state and 
federal laws. 

But there’s no getting around that profits from the 
Ark Encounter will flow to Answers in Genesis. 

By extension, then, the tax incentives subsidizing 
the Ark project will enrich the discriminatory parent 
organization. 

These incentives should not receive final approval.

Casino attraction is waning 


It is interesting that in a week when two Atlan¬ 
tic City casinos closed amid stiff competition, 
news emerges that momentum in the Kentucky 
Legislature for allowing casino gambling in our 
state appears to be waning. It does make sense, 
we think. 

A story in Tuesday’s Paducah Sun, originally 
penned by the Louisville Courier-Journal, says 
supporters of the Kentucky gambling initiative 
are unusually mum these days. It cites three rea¬ 
sons. 

One is that horse racetracks, which once were 
pushing to be casino sites themselves, are appar¬ 
ently growing content with revenue from “Instant 
Racing,” a slot machine-like game that the Kentucky 
Supreme Court says is legal for them to operate 
under current law. 

The second reason is political: Democratic sup¬ 
porters of casino legislation, most notably House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo of Prestonsburg, are put 
off by a $100,000 contribution by Churchill Downs 
Inc. to a PAC seeking election of conservatives 
(which translates Republicans) in the fall legisla¬ 
tive races. 

And the third reason is competitive - the signs of 
saturation in the gambling market, including spe¬ 
cifically the closures of casinos in New Jersey, and 
heavy competition in Indiana and Ohio. 

Atlantic City is the primary example of what is 
proving to be an overbuilding of casinos nationally 
as more and more states yielded to the siren of gam¬ 
bling revenue as a way to shore up fiscal problems. 
Atlantic City started the year with 12 casinos. It will 
end with eight. 

The New Orleans-themed Showboat closed Sunday 
after 27 years on the Atlantic City Boardwalk. It is 
one of three Atlantic City casinos closing over a two-

the three that was still profitable. Its owner, Caesars 
Entertainment, closed it anyway to reduce compe¬ 
tition in the Atlantic City market, which Caesars 
deemed oversaturated. 

The $2.4 billion Revel casino closed Tuesday - a 
spectacular failure for a distinctly high-end casino 
that had been in operation just over two years and 
never turned a profit. 

We have contended previously on this page that 
even if one puts moral and ethical arguments aside, 
to have Kentucky wade into the casino fray at this 
juncture would be a bad business decision due to the 
saturation of the market. We have suggested that 
Kentucky casinos would not fare as well as backers 
predict and that returns to the state from gambling 
were likely to disappoint. 

It now seems that some in Frankfort are coming 
around to the same point of view. 

“The oversaturation of casino gambling through¬ 
out the country combined with reluctance of numer¬ 
ous segments in the horse industry to embrace gam¬ 
ing combine to make its (casino legislation) chances 
less likely and less urgent,” says Rep. Damon Thayer, 
a Georgetown Republican who sponsored a 2012 
effort to get a casino gambling amendment on the 
ballot. 

Gov. Steve Beshear adds, “I don’t know at this 
point whether it (casino gambling) is dead or not. It’s 
certainly not in good shape.” 

Our position on this issue is not new. We don’t 
think expanding gambling in Kentucky to include 
casinos is a responsible way to fund government. 
And it looks increasingly like, for a variety of good 
reasons, the initiative to do so has lost steam. That’s 
fine with us. It’s time the Legislature moves on to 
more pressing issues.

Variety of quota hunts offered in Kentucky during September 


Hunters may apply throughout Sep¬ 
tember for a variety of quota hunts in 
Kentucky. 

Quota hunts help manage hunting 
pressure on popular public areas by 
limiting numbers. 

The deadline to apply for these op¬ 
portunities is midnight (Central time) 
Sept. 30. 

Applications for quota deer, small 
game and waterfowl hunts at state 
wildlife management areas and other 
public lands may be submitted online 
at fw.kygov or by calling 1-877-598-2401. 
Applications and lists of available quo¬ 
ta hunts are available on the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources’ website by clicking the “hunt” 
tab. 

Bear hunters must apply online for 
the quota hunt with dogs held in the 
Western, Central and Eastern chase 
areas. 

Approximately 70 percent of hunt¬ 
ers who applied for a quota hunt last 
year utilized the online application 


system. 

“It’s easy to use,” said Chip Quarles, 
information systems manager with 
the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “By applying on¬ 
line and providing an email address, 
hunters will receive a confirmation 
email. That’s an advantage, as well as 
having access to all of our public lands 
information on the website.” 

There are 30 quota deer hunts to 
consider this season, including a new 
opportunity Dec. 6-7 at Dewey Lake 
Wildlife Management Area (WMA) in 
Floyd County with 150 slots available. 
For this area’s hunt, there is a one deer 
limit and a 15-inch minimum outside 
antler restriction for bucks. 

Also different this year, the quota 
deer hunt on Nov. 1 and 2 at Beaver 
Creek WMA is for antlered deer only 
with a one buck limit. At Big Rivers 
WMA, the quota deer hunt has been 
moved to the first weekend in Novem¬ 
ber. The hunt dates are Nov. 1 and 2. 

When applying for a WMA quota 


deer hunt, hunters may pick a first and 
second hunt choice, but can only be 
drawn to participate in one. Antlered 
deer harvested during WMA quota 
hunts count toward the statewide bag 
limit. 

Small game hunters may apply for 
pheasant quota hunts scheduled Nov. 
21,22 and 23 at Green River Lake WMA, 
Dec. 5, 6 and 7 at Clay WMA and Dec. 
12,13 and 14 at Yellowbank WMA. 

Bobwhite quail quota hunts on the 
Ken Unit of Peabody WMA are sched¬ 
uled Nov. 25 and Dec. 23, 2014 and Jan. 
3, 10 and 20, 2015. A mentor hunt is 
scheduled Nov. 22. 

Upland bird quota hunts at Clay 
WMA are scheduled Nov. 5, Nov. 16, 
Dec. 14 and Dec. 16. Hunters may take 
bobwhite quail, ruffed grouse and 
woodcock during the upland bird quo¬ 
ta hunts, when the seasons for all three 
species are open. Woodcock season 
opens Nov. 1 and ends Dec. 15. 

Waterfowl hunters may apply for 
quota hunts at Ballard WMA and the 


Sauerheber Unit of Sloughs WMA. The 
hunts at Ballard WMA are held Wednes¬ 
days through Sundays (excluding 
Christmas and New Year’s Day) from 
Dec. 3, 2014 to Jan. 25, 2015. Waterfowl 
quota hunts are held daily at Sloughs 
WMA from Nov. 27, 2014 through Jan. 
25, 2015, but hunters must apply for a 
block of dates. 

The bear quota hunt with dogs sea¬ 
son is Dec. 22-26. Hunters must have a 
bear chase permit before applying. Ap¬ 
plicants may apply as a hunt party of 
no more than five people. All persons 
drawn for this hunt must also obtain a 
bear permit to take a bear. An individ¬ 
ual hunter or hunt party drawn for the 
bear quota hunt with dogs season can 
take no more than one bear in a license 
year. The statewide harvest quota for 
this hunt is five bears of either sex. 
If the limit is reached, the season will 
close 30 minutes after sunset that day 

Results of the drawings will be 
posted on Kentucky Fish and Wildlife’s 
website by Oct. 8. 


Kenlake sports 3-D archery course

Kenlake State Resort Park in Aurora has found a 
unique way to repurpose an inactive golf course among 
its 160,000-acres of property — a 3-D archery course. 

The multiple, life-size animal targets that now line 
what was once a golf cart path of a nine-hole course at 
Kenlake make the first permanent archery course at a 
state park in Kentucky 

Park Manager Joe Mounce said the park and state 
were interested in finding a new use for the small golf 
course that was shut down early last year amid finan¬ 
cial concerns, but it was a while before 3-D archery was 
considered. 

“We were looking at different things that would 
make sense with that area,” Mounce said of the shut¬ 
tered golf course. “We had this vacant, big piece of 
cleared land that needed to be repurposed.” 

Several competitive archery teams have emerged 
in surrounding counties’ schools — the product of an 
archery invasion that came on the heels of popular 


movies such as “The Hunger Games.” Mounce said the 
park’s proximity to Land Between the Lakes National 
Recreation Area also contributed to what he hoped 
would be a wide interest in the sport. 

Making a golf course into a competitive 3-D archery 
course was a relatively simple process, Mounce said. 
The cleared land was well suited to allow archers easy 
access to each target from the pathway, and simple 
markers along the way point out the direction of the 30 
targets, with safety in mind. 

Those 30 life-size targets shaped like deer, bears, 
rams, wolves and even lions make the course meet stan¬ 
dard tournament regulation. Mounce said Kenlake is 
under consideration as a host for the statewide Scho¬ 
lastic 3-D Series in the spring, but other park-level adult 
tournaments will likely be organized as well. 

At Kenlake, the course will be open year-round dur¬ 
ing the daytime, and passes are available in the hotel 
lobby An annual pass costs $75, while daily passes cost 
$12 for adults and $5 for archers 18 and under. 

Mounce said the park is considering certification for 
some staff to offer beginner courses in the future.

Forty-five college teams have qualified for this event 
and will be competing for a top award of $4,000 and a 
berth in the 2015 College Fishing National Champion¬ 
ship. 

Representing Murray State are Lance Freeman, 
Eddyville, and Seth Brock, Cedar Hill, Tenn. 

“The fishing has been tough because the fish are 
scattered, but I think that by tournament time it 
should pick up and get good,” said George Foreman 
pro Dan Morehead, a 14-time Forrest Wood Cup quali¬ 
fier. “The fish are in a transition stage, and starting to 
move shallow and back into the bays because the bait 
is starting its fall migration. “There should be some 
topwater action around bait, and you can fish spinner- 
baits on windy banks and on transitional areas,” said 
the Paducah native. “There will be some fish on off¬ 
shore ledges too, but they won’t be deep. They will be 
on shallower ledges that are 6- to 8-feet deep on top and 
have wood or shell beds on them..”

Safe Equine Travel Booklets Released 


Gov. Beshear Names Kentucky 
Houseboat Capital Of The World 


University of Ken¬ 
tucky Healthcare, in 
partnership with UK col¬ 
leges of Public Health 
and Agriculture, Food 
and Environment and in 
conjunction with close 
to 50 community, equine 
and medical organiza¬ 
tions, has released two 
new educational book¬ 
lets within the Saddle Up 
Safely educational part¬ 
nership. 

“Trailering Your 
Horse Safely” and “Trav¬ 
el to a New Environment” 
cover topics including 
choosing a trailer, pre¬ 
paring a horse for a trip, 
information for time in 
transit, horse behavior 
away from home, over¬ 
coming horse fears and 
equine safety resources. 

Members of the Sad¬ 
dle Up Safely Auxiliary 
wrote the booklets. The 
auxiliary is a group of 
program volunteers who 
are knowledgeable and 
passionate about rider 
safety issues and help 
create and disseminate 
the campaign’s educa¬ 
tional messages. 

“The auxiliary regu¬ 
larly met to discuss and 
debate each safety point 
to ensure the recommen¬ 
dations were grounded 


in good horsemanship 
and were realistic,” said 
Bill Gombeski, director 
of strategic marketing at 
UK Healthcare and Sad¬ 
dle Up Safely lead. “I re¬ 
ally appreciate their ded¬ 
ication and vision and 
the help of the dozens of 
other horse experts who 
provided feedback about 
the material.” 

Saddle Up Safely was 
launched in 2009 in re¬ 
sponse to the number of 
riders admitted to UK’s 
Chandler Emergency De¬ 
partment. The campaign 
aims to increase aware¬ 
ness and educate riders 
about riding and horse 
handling safety. Its ulti¬ 
mate goal is to reduce the 
number and severity of 
rider injuries and help 
make a great sport safer. 

Statistics underscore 
the need. According to 
the National Electronic 
Injury Surveillance Sys¬ 
tem’s 2007 estimates, mil¬ 
lions of people ride hors¬ 
es each year, generating 
approximately 79,000 
emergency room visits, 
with more than 13 per¬ 
cent of those admitted to 
the hospital. 

While motorcycle rid¬ 
ers experience a serious 
injury every 7,000 hours 


of riding, horseback rid¬ 
ers experience one every 
350 hours, according to 
the U.S. Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Preven¬ 
tion. It is estimated that 
one in five equestrians 
will be seriously injured 
during their riding ca¬ 
reers. And novice riders, 
especially children and 
young adults, are eight 
times more likely to suf¬ 
fer a serious injury than 
professional equestri¬ 
ans. 

The campaign fea¬ 
tures several tools to 
inform and educate, in¬ 
cluding a series of in¬ 
formational brochures; 
continuing medical edu¬ 
cation opportunities for 
medical personnel and 
first responders; educa- 
ton-based programs; and 
an interactive website 
faturing safety tips and 
stories from riders who 
were injured. The web¬ 
site also includes a horse 
rider safety blog written 
by Fernanda Camargo, 
equine extension profes¬ 
sor within the UK college 
of Agriculture, Food and 
Environment.

Gov. Steve Beshear 
joined state officials 
and community leaders 
Sept. 3 to declare Ken¬ 
tucky the “Houseboat 
Capital of the World.”

“Kentucky is known 
for horses, bourbon 
and automobiles — and 
now we add houseboats 
to that distinguished 
list,” Beshear said. 
“The first houseboats 
originated in Kentucky 
more than a half cen¬ 
tury ago, and since 
then boating has been a 
staple of our economic 
and tourism efforts. I 
want to congratulate 
all those who contrib¬ 
ute to the success of 
this global industry.” 

The boating indus¬ 
try makes a significant 
impact on Kentucky’s 
economy, contributing 
more than $826 million 
a year. In 2012, House¬ 
boat Magazine report¬ 
ed the Lake Cumber¬ 
land region produced 
more houseboats than 
any other area of the 
nation. Jim Sharpe of 
Somerset is credited 
with building the first 
houseboat in 1953. 

“Horses, bourbon, 
coal — these signa¬ 
ture industries come 
to mind when people 
think of Kentucky, said 
Sen. Chris Girdler of 
Somerset, sponsor of 
SCR 44. “However, Ken¬ 
tucky was the birth¬ 
place of the houseboat 
in 1953, and since then 
the industry has been a 
major economic driver 
for our state, providing 
steady jobs for highly 
skilled craftsmen.

Kenlake State Resort 
Park has found a unique 
way to repurpose an inac¬ 
tive golf course among 
its 160,000-acres of prop¬ 
erty — a 3-D archery 
course. 

The multiple, life-size 
animal targets that now 
line what was once a golf 
cart path of a nine-hole 
course at Kenlake make 
the first permanent 
archery course at a state 
park in Kentucky. 

Park Manager Joe 
Mounce said the park 
and state were interest¬ 
ed in finding a new use 
for the small golf course 
that was shut down early 
last year amid financial 
concerns, but it was a 
while before 3-D archery 
was considered. 

“We were looking 
at different things that 
would make sense with 
that area,” Mounce said 
of the shuttered golf 
course. “We had this 
vacant, big piece of 
cleared land that needed 
to be repurposed.” 

Several competitive 
archery teams have 
emerged in surrounding 
counties’ schools — the 
product of an archery 
invasion that came on 
the heels of popular mov¬ 
ies such as “The Hunger 
Games.” Mounce said 
the park’s proximity to 
Land Between the Lakes 
National Recreation 
Area also contributed 
to what he hoped would 
be a wide interest in the 
sport. 

Making a golf course 
into a competitive 3-D 
archery course was a 
relatively simple process, 
Mounce said. The cleared 
land was well suited to 
allow archers easy access 
to each target from the 
pathway, and simple 
markers along the way 
point out the direction of 
the 30 targets, with safety 


our lakes are so popu¬ 
lar, Lake Cumberland 
in particular,” said Bob 
Stewart, secretary of 
the Tourism, Arts and 
Heritage Cabinet. “And 
our brand of house¬ 
boating is particularly 
attractive to visitors 
and potential visitors 
both in our target mar¬ 
kets and around the 
world.” 


in mind. 

Those 30 life-size tar¬ 
gets shaped like deer, 
bears, rams, wolves and 
even lions make the 
course meet standard 
tournament regulation. 
Mounce said Kenlake is 
under consideration as 
a host for the statewide 
Scholastic 3-D Series 
in the spring, but other 
park-level adult tourna¬ 
ments will likely be orga¬ 
nized as well. 

The topography of 
the existing golf course 
met the archery course 
needs well, and Mounce 
said no earth movement 
was required. In fact, the 
cost of the project hov¬ 
ered not much more than 
$6,000 at about $200 per 
target. Mounce said tar¬ 
gets will likely last the 
course about five years a 
piece. 

The challenge to com¬ 
petitive 3-D archery 
comes from estimating 
the distance between 
the archer and the tar¬ 
get. As they travel along 
the paved path, archers 
stop at orange stripes to 
take aim at the life-size 
targets, guessing at dis¬ 
tance based on relative 
things like tree limbs 
and grass length. Points 
are awarded on better 
“kill” shots, according to 
the World Archery Fed¬ 
eration. 

At Kenlake, the course 
will be open year-round 
during the daytime, and 
passes are available 
in the hotel lobby. An 
annual pass costs $75, 
while daily passes cost 
$12 for adults and $5 for 
archers 18 and under. 

Mounce said the park 
is considering certifica¬ 
tion for some staff to 
offer beginner courses in 
the future.

To Your Good Health 


By Keith Roach, M.D. 

Weight Gain Isn’t Inevitable With Age 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I’m a woman 
and will be 59 in a month. I’m in excel¬ 
lent health. I’ve worked out serious¬ 
ly with weight-bearing exercises for 
nearly 30 years. I have great muscle 
tone, and I believe I am height/weight 
proportional (5 feet, 2 inches tall, weigh 
130 pounds). 

Is it inevitable that women gain 
weight as they age? Is it possible to 
maintain weight past menopause? I 
have slowly gained five pounds in the 
past year, and I’ve developed a little 
bulge under my navel. I’ve increased 
my cardio workout to lose weight, while 
continuing my weight-lifting regimen. 
I seem to be getting results slowly but 
surely. But that bulge is still there. 
Should I just learn to live with it? - D.H. 

ANSWER: Many women would be 
very envious of your good health and 
even your current weight and waist¬ 
line numbers. However, in your case, 
it is healthiest to continue at the same 
weight you have been all your life. Also, 
abdominal fat is the most metaboli- 
cally active fat, and the one most likely 
to increase your risk of heart disease. 

It’s not inevitable that you’ll gain 
weight. Both men and women tend to 
slow down a bit metabolically as we age. 
Unless exercise increases or food intake 
decreases, you are at risk for weight 
gain. Highly processed, starchy foods 
may increase your risk of weight gain. 

Slow but sure results definitely are 
best, so keep at it and don’t get frustrated.

DEAR DR. ROACH: My friend had 
skin cancer on her nose, and her doctor 
treated it by cutting it off. My friend 
said she has had many, and her doctor 
always cuts them off. I had skin cancer 
about 20 years ago. My doctor gave me 
Efudex cream, which worked on my 
skin cancers, but did nothing to my 
healthy skin. Why in the world aren’t 


today’s skin-cancer doctors prescrib¬ 
ing Efudex? It’s so great. - D.R 

ANSWER: I don’t have enough infor¬ 
mation to say what the best treatment 
is for your friend. For the most com¬ 
mon skin cancer, basal cell carcino¬ 
ma, both surgery and 5-fluorouracil 
(Efudex) are very effective, around 95 
percent effective or more. However, 
authorities recommend particular care 
with Efudex around the eyes, lips and 
nose, and in these cases surgery may 
be both more effective and better toler¬ 
ated. If the cancer was a squamous cell 
cancer, Efudex is sometimes used, but 
surgery tends to be preferred. 

DEAR DR. ROACH: What can you 
tell me about prurigo nodularis? Is 
there a cure? - N.R. 

ANSWER: “Prurigo” is from the 
Latin word for “itching,” and so pru¬ 
rigo nodularis is a chronic skin condi¬ 
tion of itchy nodules, most common¬ 
ly on the outsides of the arms and 
legs. The itching can be quite severe. 
Because prurigo nodularis sometimes 
is associated with systemic medical 
disease, the dermatologist normally 
will look for kidney and liver problems 
and chronic infections. 

Unfortunately, there is not a cure. 
Most people get relief from steroids, 
and ointments tend to be more power¬ 
ful than the cream form. Placing a ban¬ 
dage on top further increases effective¬ 
ness. Injection of steroids can be done 
by an expert, usually a dermatologist.
